In  this  novel  and  important  contribution  to  Lincoln  lore,  Mr. 
J.  Henry  Lea,  an  American  genealogist  of  distinguished  record,  and 
Mr.  J.  R.  Hutchinson,  an  English  worker  in  the  same  field,  have 
collaborated  through  a  considerable  term  of  years  to  trace  the 
ancestry  of  our  greatest  President  to  his  earliest  English  forbears. 
Their  results  are  surprising.  By  the  aid  of  a  fortunate  find  in  the 
records  of  the  English  Chancery  Court  they  have  been  able  to  trace 
the  English  ancestry  of  President  Lincoln  four  generations  further 
back  than  it  has  ever  been  carried  before,  and  have  likewise  brought 
out  many  new  and  important  facts  concerning  his  ancestors  in  this 
country.
